I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year  1925. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  648  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
dated  10t.h  December,  1925,  this  is  a  Survey  Report,  and  is  drawn 
up  and  arranged  as  directed  in  the  appendix  to  the  circular.

Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Occupations  of  the  Inhabitants. 

The  social  conditions  are  those  appertaining  to  a  rural  area — 
chiefly  farm  life  and  life  in  small  villages  and  hamlets.  Agriculture 
is  the  principal  occupation  .  Silk  spinning  employs  a  certain  number 
at  Galgate  Silk  Mill.  There  is  a  ship  repairing  yard  at  Glasson  Dock. 

Some  of  the  population  are  employed  at  the  C'arnforth  Hematite 
Iron  Works.  There  is  a  small  fishing  community  at  Sunderland 
Point  and  Glasson  Dock. 
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The  following  tables  give  full  details.  They  are  taken  from 
the  1921  Census  returns. 

The  Poor  Law  Relief  granted  by  the  Guardians  during  1925  was 
/574  17s.  8d.  There  is  no  Workhouse  in  the  district.

{Provisional  figures.  The  rates  for  England  and  Wales  have  been  calculated  on  a  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1925, 
while  those  for  the  towns  have  been  calculated  on  populations  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1924.  The  mortality  rates 
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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  Area, 

Hospitals. 

(1)  T  uberculosis. — None,  other  than  those  provided  by  the 
County  Council,  administered  through  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Middle  Street, 
Lancaster. 

(2)  Maternity. — None. 

(3)  Children. — There  are  twelve  cots  in  the  Children’s  Ward  of 
the  Royal  Infirmary,  Lancaster  ;  no  separate  children’s 
hospital. 

(4)  Fever. — By  arrangement  with  the  Lancaster  Borough,  beds 
are  available  at  the  Lancaster  Corporation  Fever  Hospital 
for  cases  from  the  Rural  District.  There  is  no  limit  imposed 
on  the  number  of  beds  available.  The  hospital  can  accom¬ 
modate  forty -eight  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  five  of  diphtheria, 
and  eight  of  enteric. 

(5)  Small  Pox. — The  Lancaster  Corporation  Hospital  is  situated 
at  Littlefell  in  the  Rural  District  Area.  Cases  from  the  Rural 
District  can  be  admitted  by  arrangement  with  the  Lancaster 
Corporation. 

(6)  Other  Hospitals. — The  Royal  Infirmary,  Lancaster,  with 
eighty  beds,  X-Ray  department,  Electro-Therapeutic  and 
Massage  department. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  in  the  area  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants  or  homeless  children.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(1)  General. — There  is  a  trained  Nurse  at  Galgate,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Institute  for  Nurses. 
She  is  available  for  nearly  all  the  southern  portion  of  the 
district,  and  attends  cases  at  the  request  of  a  doctor.  She 
is  a  Certified  Midwife,  and  attends  many  cases.  There  is  no 
financial  arrangement  with  the  Rural  District  Authority. 
The  money  is  raised  by  voluntary  subscription,  under  the 
direction  of  a  committee  of  ladies  living  in  the  district. 

The  Galgate  Nurse  is  the  only  trained  nurse  working  in  the 
district. 

(2)  For  Infectious  Diseases. — None.  For  scarlet  fever, 

diphtheria,  enteric,  cases  are  sent  to  the  Lancaster  Corpora¬ 
tion  Fever  Hospital. 


Midwives. 

Two,  both  in  Galgate  ;  the  above  trained  Midwife,  and  another, 
not  trained,  but  on  the  register. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  supervision  of 
Midwives  in  the  area.  The  Rural  District  Council  does  not 
subsidise  nor  employ  any  midwife  practising  in  their  area.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

Certain  portions  of  the  area  are  supplied  from  the  public  mains, 
viz.,  those  of  Lancaster  Corporation,  Manchester  Corpora¬ 
tion,  Carnforth  Urban  District,  Heysham  Urban  District. 
In  these  villages  the  water  is  excellent  in  quality  and  constant 
in  supply.  These  fortunate  areas  are  at  Galgate,  blest 
Bank,  Bolton-le-Sands,  Slyne-with-Hest,  Warton  and  Mill- 
head,  Aldcliffe,  Ashton-with-Stodday,  and  most  of  Heaton 
with-Oxcliffe.  Elsewhere  the  water  supply  is  precarious  and 
of  doubtful  quality. 
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The  village  of  Glasson  Dock,  where  they  have  to  drink  canal 
water,  Cockerham.  Thurnham  and  Silverdale  are  in  great 
need  of  a  public  water  supply.  Where  there  is  no  public 
main  the  inhabitants  depend  principally  on  wells  and  roof 
water.  Frequent  tests  are  made  of  all  doubtful  supplies. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  pollution  complained  of  and  no 
action  taken. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Nine  villages  and  hamlets  in  the  area  have  sewers  discharging 
into  tidal  waters.  Elsewhere,  cesspools,  percolation  beds  and 
septic  tanks  are  in  use. 

Silverdale,  Priest  Hutton,  Yealand  Conyers  and  Yealand  Red- 
mayne  are  without  proper  public  drainage.  The  sewers 
existing  are  in  fairly  good  condition  for  the  most  part. 

No  improvement  has  been  made  either  in  water  supply  or 
drainage  or  sewerage  during  the  last  five  years.  At  the  end 
of  1925  it  was  decided  to  provide  a  new  twelve  inch  water 
main  for  Bolton-le-Sands  and  Slyne-with-Hest.

Sixty  per  cent,  were  provided  in  1925  with  fresh  water  closets— 
40  per  cent,  with  pail  closets,  where  water  is  not  available. 
The  average  number  of  water  closets  to  new  property  during 
the  last  five  years  is  74  per  cent. 


Scavenging. 


Is  done  by  contracts  in  the  following  districts  : — Bolton-le- 
Sands,  Slync-withTIest,  Warton-with-Lindeth,  Silverdale, 
Galgate,  Glasson  Dock,  Upper  and  Lower  Thurnham.  By 
day  work  in  Yealand  Conyers  and  Yealand  Redmayne. 
Elsewhere  by  occupiers  and  owners.  Where  the  scavenging 
is  done  by  contract  the  work  is  fairly  well  done  ;  an  occasional 
complaint  comes  in  that  the  work  was  no-t  done  up  to  time. 
The  occupiers  do  not  do  the  work  as  regularly  as  the 
contractors. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  houses  have  moveable  ash-bins* 
Four  hundred  and  thirty-two  have  dry  ashpits.  No  moveable 
ash-bins  have  been  substituted  for  dry  ashpits  during  the 
last  five  years. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  taken. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controlled  by  Bye¬ 
laws  or  Regulations. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

There  is  one  registered  common  lodging  house.  Its  condition  is 
satisfactory,  and  is  situated  at  Millhead,  Warton. 

Schools. 

Have  been  inspected  regularly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Action 
taken  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  was  in 
accordance  with  the  official  memorandum  on  closure  of  and 
exclusion  from  school,  1925. 

The  water  supply  varies  with  the  area  in  which  the  school  is 
situated.  Some  depend  on  cisterns  or  wells,  others  have 
water  from  public  mains.  None  are  bad. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  fairly  good  on  the  whole. 
The  latrines  are  not  always  as  clean  as  they  should  be. 

Housing. 

(1 )  General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  Area. — Fairly  satisfactory 
The  majority  of  the  houses  are  farm  houses,  and  cottages  and 
residential  houses  in  Silverdale  area.  There  are  no  back-to- 
back  houses,  and  the  majority  of  the  houses,  though  old, 
are  fairly  satisfactory. 
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Extent  of  Shortage  of  Houses. — It  is  considered  that  ten  more 
houses  are  needed  in  Galgate  and  ten  in  Warton.  The  pro¬ 
vision  of  these  additional  houses  is  under  consideration  by 
the  Council. 

(2)  Overcrowding.- — There  is  little  overcrowding  in  the.  district 
excepting  what  is  due  to  the  shortage  of  houses,  causing  more 
than  one  family  to  occupy  the  same  house.  The  new  houses 
under  consideration  will,  when  built,  do  away  with  such 
overcrowding  as  exists.

Milk  Production  and  Purveying. 

One  hundred  and  twelve  persons  were  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year — 80  as  cow-keepers  and  wholesalers,  27  as  cow- 
keepers  and  retailers,  5  as  dairymen. 

The  number  of  applications  for  registration  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  136,  thus  leaving  24  as  unregistered,  but  seven  of  these 
had  almost  completed  the  necessary  work  of  providing  the  required 
amount  of  light,  ventilation,  air  space,  etc.,  thus  becoming  entitled 
to  registration. 
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The  number  of  shippons  in  the  charge  of  the  registered  traders 
is  165,  these  housing  2,805  cows.

Annual  Report — Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Regulations. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  administration  of  the 
Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Regulations  made  thereunder  during  1925 

Thirty-five  inspections  were  made  of  seventeen  boats,  multiple 
inspections  being  given  to  ten  of  them. 

The  boat  population  numbered  thirty-three — twenty-two  men, 
ten  women,  one  child — the  registered  accommodation  of  these 
boats  being  sixty-six. 

No  boat  was  found  carrying  its  full  registered  number. 

As  regards  children,  in  the  1924  report  it  was  remarked  that 
the  number  (three)  found  on  the  boats  was  the  lowest  on  record  so 
far  as  the  reports  of  this  authority  show,  but  1925  saw  this  number 
further  reduced  to  one. 

Some  fifteen  to  nineteen  years  back,  twenty-four  to  twenty- 
eight  children  were  living  on  the  canal,  with  at  least  one-half  of 
the  barges  carrying  one  or  more. 

As  regards  boatwomen,  the  number  k  about  stationary. 
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Respecting  habitability  of  the  boats,  I  found  them  kept  in  a 
watertight  and  structurally  satisfactory  condition  ;  and  as  to 
cleanliness,  this  was  variable,  some  were  very  creditable,  of  others, 
this  cannot  be  said. 


A  good  deal,  however,  depends  upon  the  time  of  inspection, 
weather  and  work  conditions,  but  on  the  whole  these  boat  people 
make  the  best  of  their  cabin  dwellings.

Water  Supplies* 

Forty-two  certificates  were  granted  in  respect  of  new  houses, 
thirty-two  having  public  water  main  supplies,  eight  roof  water, 
and  two  from  newly  sunk  wells,  both  of  the  last  two  mentioned 
being  favourably  reported  upon  by  the  County  Analyst. 

Nine  water  samples  were  analysed,  six  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
three  not  altogether  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  examination  was  made  of  two  samples  with 
unfavourable  results.  Both  were  from  shallow  wells. 


Slaughter  Houses  and  Butchers  Shops. 

Forty-four  inspections  were  given  to  the  slaughter  houses,  and 
the  same  number  of  inspections  also  paid  to  butchers  shops. 
Infringements  of  the  Bye-laws  were  found  on  three  occasions. 


House  Refuse  Removal. 

The  number  of  receptacles  now  emptied  periodically  by 
contract  is  approximately  1,720,  and  about  1,308  tons  of  refuse 
are  annually  removed  from  them. 

Eight  contracts  are  entered  into  for  the  removal  of  house 
refuse  and  cleansing  ashpits  and  privies  covering  ten  villages  or 
hamlets,  and  at  two  other  villages  house  refuse  is  removed  by  day 
work.  At  four  hamlets  the  work  is  done  by  the  owners.  The  cost 
of  the  contract  is  £580. 
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At  five  villages  or  hamlets  the  work  devolves  upon  the 
occupiers.

During 
inspection  of  these,  eleven  infringements  of  the  F.  and  W.  Act  were 
found,  consisting  of  structural  defects  and  uncleanliness. 


Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  Carbide  of  Calcium. 

Thirty-four  licenses  to  store  petroleum  spirit  and  seven  to 
store  carbide  of  calcium  were  granted,  the  quatity  of  petrol  allowed 
by  the  licenses  varying  from  four  gallons  to  1,500  gallons,  and  of 
carbide  of  calcium,  six  cwts.  to  two  tons.
